WAS THROWN FROM TRACK 


iar, an Open One, Was Crowded, and 


the Victims Were Crushed to Death. 
Motorman 
Unfamiliar

Road and a Fog Prevailed—Names 
of the Victim*. 


Providence, R. I, June 4. — As the 


esult of the overturning of a crowded 
electric car at Moore'a Corner, in 
East Providence, eleven persons are 
dead and a score seriously hurt. More 
ban 100 young men and women who 
lad spent the evening at Crescent 
park, six miles below this city, were 
on a chartered car returning to this 
;ity, Olneyville and Thornton". 
It is 


believed that two of the injured will 
die. 


The dead: Geo. Atcherson, 20; Ed- 


ward F. Brennan, 18; Alice Franklin, 
17; Enrico Gambobni, 23; John Gavin, 
20; 
Angelo Germain, 30; Gustave 


Juertin, 25; William W. Luther, 27; 
Bertha M. Kelley, 18; John Schneider, 
19; Ethel Whitely, 19. 


The motorman in charge of the car, 


W. J. Laucher, was unfamiliar with 
the road over ^m'ch he was traveling. 
The car, an open one, was of heavy 
build and was crowded. Fog prevent- 
ed a clear view of the road ahead, and 
the motorman, unable to^ee far ahead 
and unaware of the ^fiarp curve be- 
low, 
allowed the car to coast rapidly 


down the hill. Suddenly he felt the 
car swing into the curve and, realizing 
the peril, applied the brakes and re- 
versed the power, hut the car was 
thrown over 20 feet from the track. 
Seven of the passengers 
-were >piu- 


ioned beneath the car and instantly 
killed. Those who were able began 
the work of rescue. A large joist was 
utilized as a lever, a pile of stones 
forming a fulcrum, and the car was 
raised from the ground just enough 
to permit the escape of the imprisoned 
passengers. 
Two1 persons had suc- 


ceeded in escaping when the joist 
broke under the weight of the car and 
the heavy vehicle fell back, killing two 
of the injured. The rescuers again 
raised the car from the ground and 
by building a pile of stone kept it in 
position while the dead and injured 
were removed. Two of those taken 
out, John Gavin and George Atcher- 
son, both of whom had sustained frac 
tured skulls, died within an hour. 


CARL SCHURZ. 


Memorial Services Held at Chicago. 


President's Letter. 


Chicago, June 4.-—Services in mem- 


ory of the late Carl Schurz were held 
Sunday in the Auditorium before xo. 
audience which completely filled the 
great hall. The organizations under 
whose auspices the meeting was held 
were numerous and varied, including 
German singing societies, turngemein 
des^ the military order of the Loyal 
Legion, posts of the G- A. R., commer 
class organizations, political associ 
ations, literary clubs and civil service 
leagues. Mr. Schurz was extolled as 
a patriot, a model German-American, a 
statesman and a man of moral force 
whose life had been a benefit to the 
country which was his bv birth and to 
that which became his by adoption 
The following letter was read from 
President Roosevelt: "I wish I could 
be present at the meeting in honor oi 
the late Carl Schurz 
To him befel 


the 'great good fortune which befel 
all men who were able to play a pari 
worth playing at the time of the great 
crisis of our government. 
He was 


one of those who in the council cham 
ber, on the stump and on the field o! 
battle, uphold the policies of mishb 
Abraham Lincoln, and he is remem 
bered therefore among the men who 
came to the front m one of the two 
heroic periods of our government—a 
the time of its foundation and at the 
time of its preservation. He was able 
to prove his fealty to & lofty idealism 
by the course he then took.

der which man became man.

merely a matter of men and money— 
with a reasonable allowance of time 
What good is all this material that 
seems to some to be so much junk? 
It all helps in the end to locate the 
'Garden of Eden,' the spot in which 
man came into 
being 
It may be 


found in Africa, Southern Asia, Java, 
Borneo, the Malay Peninsula or some- 
where else, but it is certain that it 
will be found " 


The first step in tracing the human 


kind to its birthplace is the collec- 
tion of objects used by prehistoric 
peoples in war, their domestic life, in 
hunting and fishing, their mortuary 
and ceremonial customs, 
their leg- 


ends and every other phase of their 
existence. 
The general science of 


reading the history ot man is divided 
by the men who make it a life study 
into physical anthropology, 
or man 


as an animal; linguistic anthropology 
or man as a speaking animal, and* 
ethnology, or man as a performing 
animal. • Once all the available ma- 
terial bearing on a gnen tribe is col 
lected and classified, the collection is 
compared with that bearing on an- 
other tribe 
and

Another result of the new high tax 


is the passing away of the name by 
which it was so long known, although 
many still'call it "Dow tax" through 
habit. This eliminates the name of 
Judge Duncan Dow of Bellefontaiue, 
who was the author of the law that 
was in force so long, although not the 
original saloon tax law in Ohio. 


A tax of this kind was created for 


the purpose of building and suppoit- 
ing the state's reformatory at Mans- 
field, which was set aside by the su 
preme court as being "special legisla- 
tion," which greatly crippled that in- 
stitution in its infancy and subjected 
it to slow growth by meager appro- 
priations from state's general funds.

"Dow tax" it is generally refeired to

WRITS ISSUED 


TO THE SHERIFF 


WHO WILL PROBABLY SEIZE ALL 


THE STOCK OF HEBROX ' 


SALOON KEEPERS. 


An Opinion of the Attorney General 


to Prosecutor Fitsrgfbbon Inter- 


prets the Law. 


About one month 
ago Rev. Mi- 


Mitchell, pastor ot the M. E. chut eh 
at Hebron, filed an affidavit befoie 
Judge C. W. Seward, charging three 
saloonists of Hebron with violation of 
what is known 
as the 
search aud 


seizure law. These affidavits 
were 


the culmination of 
the trouble be- 


tween the wets and drys at Hebron 
which began with the contest pro- 
ceedings in the Probate court shortly 
after the'local 
option election in 


1905. 
A warrant was placed in the 


hands of Sheriff S. L. Redman and 
the sheriff construed the law to mean 
that be was simply to collect intox- 
icating liquors from the different sa 
loons at Hebron 
which 
should be 


used in evidence at the trial of 
the 


cases 
This was not satisfactory to 


the drys at Hebron, who wanted the 
sheriff to take aU the stock and al 
the implements and, articles of furni- 
ture used in the business. 


The sheriff declined to do this and 


at his request an opinion was asked 
of the attorney general by Prosecut 
ing Attorney J. R. Fitzgibbon. Some 
days ago Mr. Fitzgibbon received a
